Auction Sate.—The Evening Post makes the following mention of the 
sale advertised in our columns ; 

Among the rare books comprised in the auction sale announced by Geo. 
Leavitt & Co., to commence May 16th, we observed some of peculiar interest 
to the bibliopole and antiquarian. The library to be sold includes many 
books that were acquired at a great expense, and bound by the best binders 
in Europe, with a view to exhibition in the Crystal Palace, in this city, 
where they carried off the prizes. The catalogue oe mentions a rare 
book, published in London in 1695, containing the debate between the House 
of Lords and Commons in 1688, relating to the word Abdicate, and the va- 
cancy of the throne by the flight of James II. ; Lobo’s Voyages té Abyssinia, 
published in 1789, the translation of which was the earliest literary labor{fof 
Dr. Samuel Johnson; Ludolphus’s History of Ethiopia, 1682; Sir Egerton 
Brydges’s critical work, Res Literarie, ou Italian literature, of which only 
seventy-five copies were printed in 1820; a series of plates representing the 
coronation of George IV., including faithful portraits of many distinguished 
individuals of the day. This is said to be the most remarkable monument of 
royal splendor which has ever been published in any country, The expense 
of getting it i was so great, that, although the proprietor was aided by 

ublie grant of £5,000 and a liberal subseription, he lost a considerable sum 
oe the undertaking ; a complete file of the Zdinburgh Review, from its com- 
mencement in 1802 to 1858, comprising 107 bound volumes; a rare series of 
plates representing the coronation of N — I, The drawings were made 
at considerable expense by the celebrated Isabey, and contain accurate por- 
traits of all the court. It was not completed till the moment of the fall of 
Napoleon, when the whole impression was carefully destroyed, and only 
those few escaped which were allowed to some members of the imperial cab- 
inet ; Sir Philip Sidney’s works in folio volume, —— in London, 1674; 





Murphy’s “ Arabian Antiquities in Spain,” including 100 ae plates. Other 
valtatle works are, Selby’s Ornithology, (the copy exhibited at the C 
Palace); Meyrick’s Illustrations of Ancient Armor; Forster’s British Gal- 
lery ; Galerie du Due d’Orleans; Galerie Pitti; the Musée Royal, 78 vol- 
umes, a work of the iiptent magnitude and beauty, and the only copy ever 
brought to the United States; some — ancient and valuable missals, anda 
manuscript Bible of great antiquity and beauty. 

The collection, which includes a great variety of works in history, fie- 
tion, poetry, arts, ete., is worth examining as a curiosity, even by those who 
do not intend to purchase. ' 


Perer Parwey’s great work on Natural History, on which the author has 
been engaged some twenty years, will soon be published by Derby & Jack- 
son, of New York. It forms two large quarto volumes, illustrated with 1400 
engravings. The same publishers have nearly ready Hazlitt’s translation of 
Montaigne, being the first volume of the series of French classics.
